A police raiding party walked into a private 
basement room of a Forest Hills, Queens, restau- 
- rant at 4 P.M. yesterday and put a period to a top- 
level business meeting of 13 notorious mobsters, 
among them some of the most infamous names in 
the Cosa Nostra. 
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The hoodlum characters, surprised as they were going 
through their syndicate agenda while wining and dining 
at a festive table, were arrested on charges of consorting 
with known criminals— with’'hach'' other. A v 

The underworld conclave 
was known to be the latest 
in a series of top-echelon 
conferences that have been 
taking place across the coun- 
try. The subject: Organized 
syndicate affairs. 

The raiding party was led by 
Detectives Frank Ford and John 
McMahon of the Maspeth Pre- 
cinct. They were acting “on in- 
formation.” 

Locked With Dough Only 

The underworld figures, as- 
sembled in the private room at 
La Stella restaurant, 102-11 
Queens Blvd., had thousands of 
dollars on them. But, in the true 
tradition of top mobsters in this 
country, not one weapon was 
found.

l Thomas Eboli, ) alias Tommyl 
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ityan, tthe known stand-in for 
Mito Genovese, imprisoned “boss 
of all bosses.” 

Carlo Gambino, the capo, or 
head, of the Gambino Cosa Nos- 
tra family in Brooklyn. 

Mike Miranda, underboss of the 
Thomas (Three-Fingers Brown) 
Lucchese family. 

Joseph Columbo, who inherited

Among the Lesser Lights 
Lesser Cosa / Nostra lights 
hauled in yesterday were Gam- 
bino soldier Don Alongi; Joseph 
Gallo (not the Joe Gallo of the 
much-publicized Gallo Brothers 
clan of Brooklyn) ; Columbo 
henchman Aniello Della Grosse; 
Anthony Corillo, representing 
California mobsters; Frank Gag- 
liano of Louisiana; Anthony Co- 
rallo of Louisiana and California; 
and Joseph Marcello of Texas and 
Louisiana, Carlos Marcello’s bro 
ther. . 

It was learned that in recent 
weeks, delegates from various 
, Cosa Nostra families have been 
meeting in cities across the na- 
tion for business reasons. One 
idea was to keep the conferences 
small so as to attract less notice 
from the authorities. 

Some of the arrested hoods were 
observed last week mixing with 
the throngs at the San Gennaro 
Festival in Little Italy. *• 
Shortly after the hoods were 



taken in, Queens District Attorney 
Nat Hentel announced he was 
summoning a special grand jury 
to probe the high-level under- 
world meeting. He said he would 
issue subpenas to the nabbed 
mobsters in an effort to ferret 
out the true purpose of the confer- 
ence. 

The charge, “consorting with 
known criminals,” is generally 
dismissed in court but is used by 
police and investigative authori- 
ties as a harassment, to “keep 
tabs on Cosa Nostra bigwigs. 

All 13 mobsters were named by 
underworld informer Joseph Va- 
lachi in the Senate’s hearings into 
the organized crime syndicate in 
this country. During the hear- 
ings, Valachi tagged Trafficante 
as the “boss of ail Cosa Nostra 
operations in Florida, an enor- 
mously wealthy man who ran race 
tracks and gambling houses in 
pre-Castro Cuba.
